It has been issued in 
response to the suggestion that a number appealing to ‘the normal school teacher and librarian 
would be as acceptable as was the High School library number prepared for a similar occasion 
a year ago. If it meets with as enthusiastic a response the publishers will be more than satisfied. 


THE SCHOOL LIBRARY AS A LABORATORY 





Introducing the schools’ to the library as a 
laboratory is one of the most necessary and 
important pieces of work to be done by the 
school library. The biological, physical and 
chemical laboratories, the kitchen and machine 
shop have been necessary for so many years 
tu the science, household arts and manual 
training departments of school that we take 
for granted instruction in the use of their 
tools. Science teachers set apart laboratory 
periods for a study of the microscope and 
students must draw and label its different 
parts. Pupils must be taught how to use the 
Bunsen burner, how to get a light and a hot 
flame, how to hold a. test tube, how to fold 
filter paper, and how to use reagents. The 
modern school library with its bibliographies 
and reference tools, is the latest laboratory of 
the school and is indispensable to the work of 
the new curriculum. It is the laboratory 
which the pupil must use not only during his 
school life but in his business or professional 
life after leaving school. Unless the pupil 
has the tool sense to handle properly the ref- 
erence books bibliographies, and indexes of 
the library, he will waste time and lose much 
valuable information in his use of the library 
as a laboratory.

THE LIBRARY NOT USED AS A LABORATORY 
School People 


The school people of the present generation 

superintendents, principals and teachers— 
were trained mostly under the old text-book 
regime, before the modern library had come 
into existence, or librarianship had become a 
They have graduated from graded 
schools, high schools, normal schools, colleges 
and universities, where there was either no 
library or one that had not been organized 
according to modern methods and where no 
instruction was given in the use of books. 
They are untrained in the use of the library 
and its tools and cannot be expected to under- 
stand the place of the modern library in the 
school. 

The present generation of pupils are for the 
most part still untrained in the use of books 
as tools of information. College librarians in 
various parts of the country have investigated 
the library knowledge of entering classes and 
have reported a very small percentage of stu- 
dents who can use even the simplest of li- 
brary tools. Many colleges must take the 
time to teach the use of catalog and reference 
books before entering students can do the 
necessary work of their classes. In normal 
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schools the situation is the same. In an en- 
tering class in 1916 of over 360 normal school 
students, there were only three groups of 
students who had ever received any instruc- 
tion in the use of the library. One group of 
the three had come from a town which had a 
trained high school librarian who gave lessons 
on the use of the library. Another group 
came from the high school department of a 
normal school which had a trained librarian 
who gave library instruction, and one student 
had received library instruction from the pub- 
lic library. A normal school teacher of 1916 
asked her class in history methods how they 
would proceed to firtd from United States 
histories all the facts about Pennsylvania. 
One student suggested that she would consult 
the title page, another said that she would 
glance through the book from cover to cover, 
and it was only after much discussion that 
someone hazarded the reply that she would 
look in the index of the history. This teacher 
says that normal school pupils generally do 
not know the use of the atlas, gazetteer, World 
almanac, or Reader’s guide. 


Business Men 


Business and professional men do not think 
of the library as the necessary laboratory 
which will keep them in touch with latest 
efficiency methods. An industrial department 
was recently opened in a public library during 
a time of unemployment. Many men 
wandered into the library out of curiosity to 
learn whether the new Technical Room had 
anything to offer them in preparation for a 
civil service examination. Most of these men 
did not hold library cards and said they had 
thought of the library as a place only for wo- 
men and children to draw fiction. That they 
could get books or magazines on their trades 
or businesses had not occurred to many of 
them. An advertising agent said he had no 
idea that books had been written on advertis- 
ing and business management. A man who 
had lost his position on the barge canal sent 
his wife to the library for a book on elec- 
tricity so that he might study for an examina- 
tion. When she was told that there were 
hundreds of books on electricity covering 
every phase of the subject and that her hus- 
band ought to come and select what he needed, 
she said “Oh, he is no society man, he can’t

come to the library.” 

The library has yet to convince the busincss 

world that the technical room is a laboratory 


indispensable to citizens who wish to keep in 
touch with. up-to-date methods. Every citi- 
zen who pays taxes or a grocer’s bill is help- 
ing to support the public library, and has the 
right to ask return from his investment. The 
library is a public institution belonging to the 
people and the people have a right to get their 
money's worth from it. 

Some business men are beginning to appre- 
ciate the library as an economic asset in their 
business. A well-known advertising firm was 
recently saved several hundred dollars by the 
information received from half an hour's 
reading at the library. Engineers are depend- 
ing upon the library for technical books which 
heretofore they have purchased for them- 
selves at considerable expense. One engineer 
who had set aside $5 a month for new books, 
is now using the recent technical books added 
to the library. Many men who are trying to 
better their positions or who are at present 
out of employment are studying books from 
the library for civil service or other examina- 
tions. Young men who have received special 
commissions come to the library to make 
themselves intelligent before starting their 
new work. One young man who had suc- 
ceeded in finding just what he wanted said, 
“Using books from the library is as good as a 
college education; most young men do not 
know about it.” Recently a building foreman 
who had made a mistake in estimating the 
strength of a steel beam had been “laid off” 
together with six of his associates until he 
could discover and rectify his mistake. He 
came immediately from his work to the li- 
brary, and in fifteen minutes found exactly 
what he needed in a table of weights for steel 
construction, and rushed back to his “job.” 
An electrical engineer was saved a trip to 
Abany for the river gaging of New York 
state for the last ten years by finding a report 
on the subject at the public library. A tin- 
smith who was “stuck” for the first time in 
eight years because some pipes leading from 
a furnace had gone wrong, came to the li- 
brary for information that would help him 
out of his difficulty. Men who are introduc- 
ing into factories new systems of accounting 
or management are finding the new books on 
factory management-a help, and there is great 
demand for new books on the psychology of 
business efficiency and advertising. A man 
looking at the new books, said “Say, you are 
giving us fellows a treat. A young fellow 
told me about these books and I lost no time 
getting here.” Another young man gave it 
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as his opinion that “A lot of fellows fail be- 
cause they don’t know all they can get from 
the library.” 

Why has the public library failed to im- 
press the business man that it belongs to him? 
The reason lies mostly in the fact that the 
public schools have not directed pupils to the 
public library, have not explained its re- 
sources or made pupils feel at home in using 
its tools. An engineer who had discovered the 
technical room at the library, with its late 
books and magazines on all trade subjects, and 
the Industrial Arts Index, saw the problem 
and its solution. He said that there is the li- 
brary on the one hand, with its tremendous 
possibilities and on the other hand the army 
of business men and workmen who are ignor- 
ant of the library as a laboratory for their 
use. His solution for bridging this chasm 
between the two was to bring the high school 
classes to the library and introduce the pupils 
to the technical department, a solution which 
had not occurred to the school superintend- 
ent or high school principal. 


Public Library Users 


Library users generally are not intelligent 
in using library tools. We hear constantly of 
someone who has failed to find a title in the 
catalog because he does not understand the 
arrangement of catalogs; of someone who 
fails to locate a book on the shelves because 
he does not understand the arrangement of 
books in a library; who fails to find a topic 
in a book because he doesn’t know how to use 
an index. The university graduate who made 
three trips to the library to ask when Pliny 
was born could have found the answer to his 
question in his own dictionary in his office. 
The man who telephoned to the library to get 
a list of the books written by Ibid, could have 
found the answer in his dictionary. He ex- 
plained in excuse for troubling the library that 
he had consulted his own: encyclopedia but it 
was an old edition and he concluded that Ibid 
must be a modern writer. The library as a 
working laboratory for school men, for stu- 
dents, for the citizens of the business world, 
and for people generally will fail in its pur- 
pose until all these classes of people under- 
stand the tools and resources of the modern 
library. 


THE LIBRARY AS A LABORATORY INTRODUCED 
TO THE PEOPLE 


The unique service of introducing the com- 
ing generation to the modern library belongs 


for the most part to the normal school libra- 
rian. Each school from the elmentary to the 
university, has its special share in introduc- 
ing pupils to the library. The opportunity of 
the normal school is greater than that of any 
other school because the students of the nor- 
mal school to-day will be the teachers of to- 
morrow. The public school is the place 
where citzens are made and where habits are 
formed; how well the coming generations will 
be trained in the use of library tools and re- 
sources depends upon the teachers of the pub- 
lic schools—who are now the pupils of our 
normal schools. 

When the teachers of the public school 
direct pupils to the library, explain its re- 
sources, and make pupils feel at home in using 
its tools, the problem of introducing people 
to the library as a laboratory is solved. The 
normal school in reaching coming teachers, 
touches the situation at its center, and lies at 
the root of library and school cooperation. 
The school world, therefore, should look to 
the normal schools to send out teachers and 
principals who appreciate what the modern 
library means in the school, and who will 
train their pupils to use not only the tools of 
the school library but who will direct all 
pupils to the public library and explain its re- 
sources, as a laboratory for the life that 
follows school.

THE Lisprary Hour 


The time is coming when the “Library 
Hour” will have a definite place in the school 
program. Because of the traditional respect 
for the class-room study and recitation pe- 
riods of long-established precedent, schools 
have thought of the Library Hour as some- 
thing a little irregular. Regents examinations 
and a prescribed course of study have kept 
teachers from realizing that the Library Hour 
has a legitimate place in school work. Tlic 
pioneer teachers, however, who have tried a 
definite Library Hour, agree that this period 
transforms a dull, monotonous class-room into 
a place of live interests. Some of the results 
of Library Hour are that reading tastes are 
created and changed horizons are widened, 
interest in current events is stimulated, a de- 
sire for ownership of books is aroused, vo- 
cabularies are enlarged, and children learn 
how to consult many books, to study and take 
notes, to organize material, and to use the li- 
brary as a laboratory and books as tools. 


THE LIBRARY HOUR FOR PLEASURE READING 


This is the hour when the children may 
browse at pleasure and select their own books 
for reading. Sometimes the teacher will select 
books for her grade—school stories, animal 
stories, books of adventure, books on how to 
do things, fairy tales or picture books—and 
arrange them attractively on tables. At other 
times, the children may select from the 
shelves, the books they wish to read. The re- 
quired reading for the grade (if there must be 
such reading) can be made attractive by plac- 
ing beautiful editions before the children. 
Sometimes the illustrations of Maxfield Par- 
rish or Howard Pyle will arouse interest in 
a story that children will not read in an 
ordinary edition. The children of the first 
three grades can enjoy library periods with 
picture books, easy stories, and primers which 
are different from the ones they read in the 
school room. The “lure of the library” 
will have its influence on those children who 
do not like to read, and the freedom from

class-room restraint will take them to bul- 
letin boards, magazines, picture exhibits, cur- 
rent events bulletins, from which much can 
be learned. The constantly-changing exhibits 
of local history material, Christmas books, 
birthday and anniversary materials, and art 
exhibitions are in themselves an education. 
This period offers to the teacher the oppor- 
tunity of learning what books each child reads 
outside of school and how he happens to read 
them, whether he has books of his own at 
home, whether there is reading aloud at home, 
whether he takes books from the public li- 
brary, and what books he has reread. The 
teacher often spends the next period in an in- 
formal discussion of the books read. Interest- 
ing incidents and character sketches are given 
and reports of good books are made by the 
children. Live material is thus provided for 
the oral English period, children are intro- 
duced to new books, and the teacher learns 
the individual reading tastes of the children. 


LIBRARY HOUR FOR READING ALOUD, BOOK 
TALKS AND STORY TELLING 


Library hour can be varied by using part 
or all of the period for reading aloud or tell- 
ing stories from the books to which the chil- 
dren should be introduced. Some children’s 
books will be enjoyed only when they are read 
aloud, others when stories from them are told. 
The teacher or librarian who loves and inter- 
prets poetry and who reads with an under- 
standing voice will make the library hour a 
time of delight never to be forgotten. When 
children are introduced to choice books, the 
cheap books of the Sunday supplement type 
and the mediocre stories will lose their appeal. 


LIBRARY HOUR FOR REFERENCE.AND STUDY 


There are great possibilities in the library 
hour for transforming the old time study pe- 
riod in the class room into a time for training 
in getting information from books. The child, 
with guidance, learns to find topics in books, 
to compare what different books say, to or- 
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ganize his material and to take notes for a 
report. 

Some examples may explain the library 
hour as a reference or study period. A high 
school class in physical geography was study- 
ing the commerce of the Great Lakes. The 
teacher brought to the librarian an outline 
of the topic as he was developing it, and 
asked that material be collected. Every thing 
interesting about the Erie and Barge canals, 
the locks of the Soo, the Great Lakes and the 
Mississippi river, was gotten together. These 
maps, books, pictures, magazines and pam- 
phlets were arranged on tables by topics, 
with some books opened to attractive pictures 
and articles, and with markers in others to in- 
dicate the pages to read. The teacher came 
with his class and they spent a period in read- 
ing and taking notes. The teacher himself 
made a reading list for his own use another 
year. At their next recitation, the different 
members reported on what they had read, and 
every pupil had the benefit of the information. 
Several of the pupils came to the library out- 
side of school to read further on the subject. 

A high school class in English history using 
text books that were ten years old, were 
brought to the library for an hour on topics 
of current interest. The period was spent 
with year books, recent reference books and 
magazine articles. Each pupil read several 
articles on his own topic and in the next reci- 
tation period English history was brought up 
to date. 

A high school class having a paper to write 
on the geology of Niagara Falls, spent a study 
period with interesting material which had 
been gathered together and arranged on the 
tables in the library. An eighth grade history 
class studying the colonial period spent a ref- 
erence library hour in reading on assigned 
topics such as homes, furniture, occupations, 
dress, etc. Interesting histories and historical 
stories were attractively placed on the table 
and the children found their own topics in 
several books by using the index or table of 
contents, and an interesting topical recitation 
was the result. 

“A high school class in American history 
came to the library during a recitation period 
early in the term, for a talk on writers of 
American history. Attractively arranged on 
tables were the sets of Bancroft, Parkman, 
Fiske, McMaster, Rhodes and Hart with the 
best of the single volume -histories as well. 
Bulletin boards displayed portraits and homes 


of the authors as far as possible, also facsimile 
copies of such material as the Declaration of 
Independence, The Constitution, or any other 
source material. The librarian then gave a 
talk to the class on the way history is written, 
where the material comes from, and then on 
the writers themselves. Through incidents, 
anecdotes and narrative, she sought to make 
the books become expressions of the life work 
of some enthusiastic historian, or the story of 
the courageous traveller's efforts to make real 
pictures of a people or a time fast disappear- 
ing. The class took notes and by a written 
exercise on their return to their class room 
next day, made the material acquired at the 
library part of their history note books. The 
teacher asked the next year that the librarian 
repeat the talk to the succeeding class since 
she had found so much increased interest in 
the histories by the simple introduction of 
their authors.” 

A library study period offers great possi- 
bilities for the preparation of compositions. 
When teacher and librarian work together in 
history, geography or English, material can 
be collected which will transform composition 
writing. The dead essays copied from cyclo- 
pedias will disappear. 

From such study periods, the child comes 
to think of the library not only as a place for 
pleasure reading, but as a laboratory for doing 
work. He learns that there are books to an- 
swer all kinds of questions and help him to 
prepare all kinds of lessons. Explanations of 
the arrangement of books and of the card 
catalog help him in using this laboratory skill- 
fully. The library period in preparing ma- 
terial for current event reports, debates, oral 
English, geography and history periods, con- 
tributes even more to the class room than does 
the regular study or recitation period. When 
the grade or high school class is at a great 
distance from the public library and when 
there is no library in the school building, the 
class room may be a deposit station for books 
from the public library. The school reference 
librarian in a series of visits to the grades, can 
give book talks and library lessons, and thus 
conduct a library hour in the class room.

Liprary LEssons WITH CHILDREN 


The place to begin a training in the use of 
books is in the graded school. In the not far 
distant future, a child will not be allowed to 
leave school until he knows how to use the 
public library. A large number of children 
never reach the eighth grade and a still larger 
number do not go to high school. If library 
lessons have been given in the grades, chil- 
dren who enter high school will save much 
time because of knowing how to help them- 
selves in the library, and those who do not go 
to high school can use the public library as a 
means of continuing their education. Unless 
children are systematically taught something 
about the use of libraries in the grades, the 
chances are that they will go through life 
without such knowledge. 

Children easily understand library tools and 
are enthusiastic over library lessons. I re- 
member one child who went to her teacher in 
great distress because a holiday came on Mon- 
day, the regular day for the library period, 
and said that she would rather lose the vaca- 
tion than her library lesson. Since it is the 
things learned in childhood that are remem- 
bered through life, the remedy for the public 
library’s failure as the working laboratory of 
the business and industrial world, lies in in- 
troducing children to the public library. 


WHAT LIBRARY LESSONS TO GIVE 


The principal of an elementary school once 
asked a high school librarian to make out for 
her a list of ten kinds of library information 
which pupils graduating from the eighth grade 
ought to know. This is the statement which 
was prepared for her: 

“The entering high school pupil should 
know how to handle books properly; use the 
dictionary intelligently; use the index and 
table of contents; locate a book on the shelves 
from the call number; use the card catalog; 
use general encyclopedias; find the informa- 
tion of the title page, preface and introduc- 
tion; use the atlas and gazetteer; use the 
Reader’s guide; find any class of books in the 
ten main classification divisions.” 


No stereotyped outline of library lessons 
can be made to fit all schools, because both 
children and courses of study are different in 
different schools. In a general way, it may 
be said that the children of the first three 
grades should know how to handle books 
properly and how to take books from the pub- 
lic library; the fourth grade should know how 
to use the dictionary; the fifth and sixth 
grades how to use the table of contents and 
index, the arrangement of books in a library, 
and how to use the card catalog as the index 
of the library; the seventh and eighth grades 
how to use the most common reference books 
and the periodical indexes. 


HOW TO TEACH LIBRARY LESSONS 


Here again it is impossible to give a method 
that will fit all schools. A lesson can never 
be given in exactly the same way to any two 
classes, and assignments must be changed 
from year to year as the children and the 
interests of the school change. 


Short library lessons should fit into the 
school work whenever occasion arises. There 
is usually a psychological moment for every 
library lesson. A lesson can be given on how 
to open a new book when a new set of books 
is first distributed, and the time for a lesson 
on the index and table of contents is when 
topics are assigned in history or geography. 
Whenever children begin to have debate work 
or reports on current events, they can be 
taught how to use the Reader’s guide whether 
they are in the sixth or eighth grade or a 
high school. 


In teaching how to handle books, little chil- 
dren are greatly impressed by the Maxon and 
Goop book marks. After watching the teacher 
open a new book properly, each child can open 
his own book correctly, and the next time 
new books are distributed the children re- 
member the lesson. If an upper grade is 
lacking in respect, for books, an illustrated 
talk can be given on the process of making a 
book, or the history of hook-making, using 
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Alexander’s pictures on the Evolution of the 
book, with practice, if possible, in actually 
putting a book together. 

The dictionary lessons should be taught 
with dictionaries in the hands of the children. 
A fourth grade child can learn the use of key 
letters and in rapid drills can learn to find 
words quickly. Older children should learn 
to use the different parts of the dictionary 
and to know the different kinds of informa- 
tion given about each word. The pamphlets 
furnished free in quantities by the dictionary 
publishers are indispensable in giving lessons 
to older children. With one of these pam- 
phlets, containing sample pages, in the hands 
of each pupil, the class can learn together 
about the different parts of the dictionary. 

The use of the index and contents can be 
taught to children in a few minutes of the 
recitation period which is devoted to history 
or geography topics. To learn to use his text 
books in history or geography as tools serves 
to introduce the student to the use of li- 
brary books and indexes as tools of informa- 
tion. The lesson on the use of index and 
contents is more interesting if many books, 
representing different kinds of indices, are 
used by the class, some books having no in- 
dex, some with good and others with poor 
indices, and some with the index in the second 
volume. 

A sixth grade child can understand the ten 
divisions of the classification in non-technical 
language and remember that he will find a 
book about birds or flowers or stars in the 
500’s. He will never forget that if he can 
count and that if he knows his alphabet and 
remembers that books are arranged numeri- 
cally from left to right, he can locate a book 
in any library he enters. 

The arrangement of books in a library, or 
the use of the Catalog and Reader’s guide can 
be taught best in the library or the library class 
room to small groups of children. The first 
part, at least, of a catalog lesson should be 
given with the children seated around a table 
on which are placed the drawers of the cata- 
log. After a little description of the different 
kinds of cards, illustrated by large sample 
cards held before the class, each child can find 
for himself an author, title and subject card 
in his drawer. Questions to bring out the 
different kinds of cards should be prepared in 
advance for each tray. The questions, of 
course, would be different for each grade, as 
only authors, titles and subjects of interest to 
the children should be used. The questions 


for the drawer R might be: What is the call 
number of a book about Robin Hood? How 
many books written by Roosevelt are there in 
this library? Who wrote the Rainy Day Book? 

Older children can learn about the informa- 
tion which the catalog cards give, as to pub- 
lisher, date, volumes and contents, series, il- 
hustrations, etc, and can understand the use 
of cross reference cards and analytical sub- 
ject entries. 

A further lesson on the catalog can take 
the form of a game by giving to each child 
cards containing library problems. Some 
cards will contain call numbers of books to be 
found on the shelves, others will give the title 
of a book, the author of which is to be found 
in the catalog, others the author and title with 
the call number to be found first in the cata- 
log and then on the shelves, others a subject, 
the author, title and call number to be found 
in the catalog. The child can write on his 
card the information found and hand it to the 
teacher. Several library helpers should 
always assist in giving these lessons so that 
the children can ask many questions and 
know that they are working in the right way. 
In a normal school, students of the Teacher- 
librarian course can help give the lessons. 

The lesson on the Reader’s guide can be 
given in the same laboratory fashion, with 
back numbers distributed so that each child 
may have one and find for himself author, 
title and subject entries, make a note of an 
article or two on a subject that interests him 
and actually locate the magazine on the 
shelves and read the article. 

A library lesson is more effective as a rule, 
when it is made a laboratory period in the 
library rather than a talk by the librarian. A 
pupil learns to use library tools by handling 
them rather than by hearing a talk about 
them. The number of library lessons to be 
given depends on the library knowledge which 
the class already has, the length of the lessons, 
the amount of practice work required, and 
whether assighments are made for work to be 
handed in. Small groups of children get 
more from a laboratory lesson than an entire 
class does. , 

Efficiency in giving these lessons depends 
largely on the careful preparation of the 
teacher, on the relating of the questions to the 
child’s interests, the supervision of the chil- 
dren during the laboratory problem exercise, 
and the following up of the work to see that 
the child makes practical use of his newly 
acquired library knowledge.

The normal school library becomes a dy- 
namic force in the schools of a state when it 
sends out graduates who know what a library 
stands for in school work. Every graduate 
from a training school having a live modern 
library is certain to help raise the standard of 
the school library where she teaches. The 
professional training school for teachers has 
therefore a unique obligation toward the small 
school libraries. Our coming public school 
teachers are now being trained in the normal 
schools and if the next generation is to be 


intelligently at home in the public library it 
will be because these teachers have introduced 
their pupils to modern library resources. The 
normal school touches at its very heart the 
great problem of popular education and is 
therefore responsible for blazing the trail in 
introducing the school world to the modern 
library. 


TRAINING TEACHER-LIBRARIANS 


An elective teacher-librarian course of two 
years, specializing in English or history and 
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library work, has a distinct place in the mod- 
ern normal school. The graduates of such a 
course are prepared to do departmental teach- 
ing of English or History in the upper grades 
or in small high school, and, in addition, to 
organize the school library, select books, con- 
duct a “story hour” for children, give library 
lessons on the use of books, conduct a “library 
hour” for each grade, and by means of ex- 
hibits and constantly changing bulletin boards 
make the library the indispensable laboratory 
for the preparation of all school work. 


School superintendents will find in this 
teacher-librarian course a solution of the prob- 
lem of the small unorganized school library, 
which cannot afford the services of a library 
school graduate. Even though teacher-libra- 
rian graduates choose to teach in the grades 
rather than to do departmental teaching, com- 
bined with library work, they will be more effi- 
cient teachers from having had the library 
course, which includes children’s literature, 
reference books, cataloging and classification, 
and the organization of a small library. 

The following letter sent out in 1915 by Dr. 
P. P. Claxton, U. S. commissioner of educa- 
tion, is a notable contribution to the question 
of teacher-librarian courses in normal schools : 

“One tendency of contemporary educational 
development is an increasing recognition of 
the value and importance of library training 
for teachers. While this training is especially 
necessary when care of the school library is 
one of the teacher’s duties, a knowledge of 
books and their use is also well-nigh indis- 
pensable to the teacher who devotes his entire 
time to instruction, especially in subjects such 
as English history, the social sciences, etc. On 
this account, normal schools and training 
schools for teachers, to a growing extent, now 
offer courses in library methods and bibliogra- 
phy, during their regular sessions. The com- 
bination of technical library training with 
pedagogical ability and experience furnishes 
just the preparation required for practical ad- 
ministration of a school library. The 
teacher with library training will be able to 
prepare children, before they leave the elemen- 
tary school, to use dictionary and cyclopedia 
readily, to read rapid'y and understandingly, 
and to take notes systematically; will intro- 
duce the pupils to the literature of the subjects 
studied in the school curriculum, and teach 
them to use catalogs and indexes as soon as 
they are able to handle them; will make them 
know the library as an organism, not merely a 


collection of books, and will start intellectual 
impulses and a love of good books, which will 
go on widening and developing through life.” 

Dr. Draper, in his report of the Education 
department of New York state for 1011, 
makes the following statement of the need of 
specially trained teacher-librarians: “The 
modern school librarian is charged with se- 
lecting and vuying the very best and most 
suitable books for school purposes that can 
be chosen from the untold thousands of good, 
bad and indifferent books that are on the 
market, installing them in accordance with a 
system that will make them most readily ac- 
cessible and encouraging and inspiring the 
reading of them. Her teaching function is 
prominent, for, not only is she constantly ad- 
vising and assisting in the preparation of les- 
sons in the library, but she represents the 
teaching force in formal talks for the instruc- 
tion of teachers, groups of pupils, and the 
public.” 

The teacher-librarian course in the normal 
school will include, in addition to many of the 
regular professional subjects, required courses 
in Children’s literature, the Organization of a 
small school library, Reference work and Li- 
brary practicé. 


Children’s Literature 


The problem of guiding children’s reading 
will be solved when teachers really know the 
books for children. A required course in chil- 
dren’s literature given not only to teacher- 
librarians but to all students of normal schools 
will hasten the result as nothing else can. 

Such a course as now given to teacher-libra- 
rians includes a study of the history of chil- 
dren’s literature and of the different types of 
children’s books—fiction, poetry, fairy tales, 
history, biography, travel, nature books, picture 
books, etc. The best books of tach class are 
compared’ with cheap, poorly written books, 
and principles of book selection are worked 
out. Each piece of literature studied—poem, 
story or fairy tale—is considered as to its 
origin, literary value, relation to children’s 
interests, and possibilities for use with chil- 
dren in story telling, dramatization, reading 
aloud or intensive study. Each student reads 
one or more books of each class and reports 
upon them, some of the reports being given 
with the purpose of introducing children to 
the book, ethers of introducing teachers to the 
book. Students also read what experienced 
children’s librarians and teachers of English

have written about children’s reading, for ex- 
ample, Miss Hunt’s What shall we read to the 
children?, McClintock’s Literature in the ele- 
mentary school, Rose Colby’s Literature and 
life in school, Miss Olcott’s Children’s Read- 
ing, and Lowe’s Literature for children. There 
are class discussions of such problems as: 
The influence of the “nickel novel”, “Movie”, 
Sunday supplements, Juvenile series, and the 
mediocre novel on children’s reading; suc- 
cessive tastes in a child’s reading; influence of 
“Library Hour”, story hour, and reading aloud 
at home. 

These recitations are not theoretical discus- 
sions, but as much as possible books are 
studied in connection with children. When the 
reading aloud of poetry is being considered, a 
grade of children comes to the library class 
room and listens to the teacher read poetry 
while the junior librarians observe. Stories, 
poems and picture books are tried out with the 
children. The students help find books for the 
children to read in their library hour, and thus 
learn from real experience that before they 
can fit books to children, they must know the 
books as well as the children. The regular 
grade teacher or a senior teacher-librarian 
usually takes charge of the children’s class 
while the juniors observe. At the end of the 
course in children’s literature the juniors have 
read children’s books of different kinds, have 
handled and heard discussed many other books 
which they have not read, have heard book 
talks, story telling and reading aloud tried 
with several different grades of children, and 
have been awakened to the various problems 
of children’s reading. 


Reference Courses 


First of all the teacher-librarians learn how 
to use the school library. The entering stu- 
dents learn the arrangement of the library and 
the use of the card catalog, periodical indexes, 
and standard reference books of every class. 
Each pupil makes a reading list on some prac- 
tical topic that will be used by method or 
critic teachers. These bibliographies may be 
filed in the library and form a practical refer- 
ence tool for teacher and librarian. 

An advanced course is given to seniors on 
reference tools especially valuable to teachers. 
Aids in holiday celebration, helps in the selec- 
tion of books for the school library, handbooks 
of library lessons, inexpensive material for 
geography and industry teaching, lists of chil- 
dren’s books, aids to teachers furnished free 


by the state, and U.S. government, best edu- 
cational and general magazines, and subject 
indexes for school use are studied. All these 
reference tools are handled in connection with 
assigned practical problems such as arise in 
every day reference work with teachers. Ex- 
amples of the reference books discussed are 
Baker—Guide to best fiction, Firkin—Index to 
short stories, Eastman—Index to fairy tales, 
the Children’s catalog, and Fay and Eaton— 
Use of books and libraries. The Wilson bul- 
letin for June 1916, a special N. E. A. high 
school library number, and the elementary 
school library number of “Teaching” published 
by the Emporia Normal School in December, 
1916, are distributed to the class and guide 
much of the discussion. 


The Organization of the Small School Library 


A short series of talks on the possibilities of 
the school library begins this course, and pu- 
pils read what well-known authorities have 
written about the importance of the library in 
school work. A brief survey is given of the 
organization of the school library movement, 
including its leaders, important committees, 
cooperation of school librarians with great 
educational organizations, notable reports and 
lists of books, school library exhibits, notable 
school library conferences, and the aims of 
the present campaign for better school libra- 
ries. The “Library Hour” in the school, li- 
brary lessons with children, equipment of the 
school library with pictures and ‘clipping file 
and other inexpensive reference material, also 
the use of constantly changing bulletin boards 
and exhibits, and special browsing shelves of 
books and all that creates the “Lure of the 
library” are discussed in this course. 

The technical subjects of cataloging and 
classification are taught according to the plan 
of library schools, the students cataloging, 
classifying and assigning subject headings to 
a certain number of books for each recitation 
and handing in the work for careful revision. 
The theories and problems of the subject are 
discussed in recitation. Administration of 
small school libraries, accessioning, book buy- 
ing, and library records are included in this 
course. 


Library Practice Work 


Junior librarians have practice in all the 
mechanical processes of preparing a book for 
the shelves, charging books, mending, revising 
shelves, etc. 
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Senior librarians have practice in reference 
problems, preparing magazine reading lists for 
the bulletin boards, also bird and flower and 
other bulletin boards which are changed 
weekly ; conducting the story hour at the pub- 
lic library; taking charge of the library hour 
for children; giving library lessons; selecting, 
classifying and arranging pictures for the pic- 
ture file; mechanical library work in preparing 
books for binding, taking inventory, etc., all 
this work being done, of course, under super- 
vision. 

The importance of practice in giving library 
lessons cannot be over-emphasized. As a well- 
known normal school librarian says, “We can 
instruct normal students until doomsday but 
unless we outline a course for the grades and 
show the prospective teacher just how the 
work is to be presented, few will have the 
initiative or originality to give it to the pupils 
they are to teach.” It is not enough that the 
coming teacher see such lessons given by the 
librarian, she must try her hand at them her- 
self while in the training school. 

The practice teaching in the normal school 
serves as the students’ period of probation and 
apprenticeship in teaching. If the practice 
lessons with children include library lessons 
on the dictionary and card catalog, and index 
and contents of a book, the teacher is sure to 
give such lessons in her own school. 


REQUIRING LIBRARY INSTRUCTION 
OF ALL STUDENTS 


Every graduate of a normal school should 
have had a short course both in the use of the 
library and in children’s literature. 

Mr. Hosic as chairman of the N. E. A. com- 
mittee on a standard library course for normal 
schools reported in 1915 that the required 
course in the use of the library should contain 
a minimum of ten class periods and the course 
in children’s literature should include a mini- 
mum of fifty class periods. 


SPREADING THE SCHOOL LIBRARY IDEA 


In demonstrating to all students what a li- 
brary means in school work, the normal school 
accomplishes library extension results through- 
out a state. Every graduate will help to raise 
standards because she knows how indispens- 
able a library is in her own work. She is 
familiar with library tools and cannot teach 
successfully without them. There are also 
very definite ways by which a normal school 
library may help to put the small school li- 


braries of a state on an efficiency basis. Small 
school libraries within certain territory may be 
encouraged to send their unorganized collec- 
tions of books to the normal school to be 
classified and cataloged. This provides a prac- 
tical problem for the teacher-librarians in 
their technical work. If the course of study 
permits such an arrangement, Senior teacher- 
librarians might spend a week or two in 
organizing these small school libraries, this 
practice work of course to be supervised by 
the instructor. 

The normal school can also contribute to 
the organized compaign for better school li- 
braries by pushing the movement for expert 
school library organizers for each state; by 
helping toward the organization of school li- 
brarians in the state; by the formation of a 
school library section of the state teachers’ 
association, and the appointment of a school 
library committee to make a thorough survey 
of conditions in the state; by furthering the 
publicity campaign for library discussion to 
be introduced into the various educational 
meetings and into the educational magazines; 
by pushing the effort for the introduction into 
all normal schools and one year training 
classes of required instruction in the use of 
the library, and introducing into teachers’ state 
examinations questions on children’s literature 
and the use of a school library; by preparing 
exhibits demonstrating the use teachers may 
make of a school library, and representing in 
graphic form what the library does for the 
school.

THe “Lure” oF THE SCHOOL LIBRARY 


The school library has already been pictured 
as a laboratory, fully equipped and actively 
used for reference work in every department 
of the school, with frequent laboratory and 
study periods for all classes. 

The library as a place for inspiration and 
for the widening of the student’s mental hori- 
zon and for creating and changing reading 
tastes, is equally important with the library as 
laboratory or workshop. An atmosphere that 
invites quiet study is created by unity of de- 
sign in architecture and harmony of finish for 
walls and woodwork in soft, neutral colors. 
The satisfaction that comes from such har- 
mony of architecture, and coloring and by the 
careful selection and placing of furniture, 
pictures and plants results only from careful 
thought. Bulletin boards, special book shelves 
and exhibitions are all important in creating 
the “lure of the library”. Browsing through 
shelves of carefully selected books—good edi- 
tions to own, books for the child’s own li- 
brary, beautifully illustrated editions, may do 
more to create reading tastes than formally 
required supplementary reading. Looking 
through the best magazines and the recent 
books as they appear, will widen the pupil's 
horizon and stimulate his interest in the hap- 
penings of the day and the big problems that 
are discussed by educators. Turning through 
editions that are illustrated by Arthur Rack- 
ham or Maxfield Parrish may cultivate tastes 
in form and color that will manifest them- 
selves in the selection of tones and com- 
binations in clothes, in the decorations of 
rooms, and in the choice of gifts at Christmas. 
Examining a shelf of choice editions, such as 
the Everyman, Cranford or Queen‘s treasure 
series, may stimulate a desire for the owner- 
ship of books and result in the building up of 
well selected home libraries. 

Bulletin boards and tables with attractively 
arranged pictures, poems and articles, should 


celebrate the anniversaries from Thanksgiv- 
ing to Arbor Day, the current events of the 
world, and the big things in music and art 
about which students should know. A bird 
bulletin showing the winter residents, the mi- 
grants, and the bird arrivals for each month, 
a flower bulletin and table giving the succes- 
sion of wild flowers as they appear in April, 
May and June, also a bulletin showing the map 
of the heavens for different months, are of 
great value to the nature study classes. Pic- 
tures and reading material on the different 
readers or musicians who are to appear in the 
lecture course can be collected and arranged 
in advance for the use of students. Books, 
stories, poems and pictures can be collected 
and invitingly arranged for the use of teachers 
before the different anniversaries and birth- 
days. Special topics being discussed in any 
department can be brought to the attention of 
students by means of tables of collected ma- 
terial attractively arranged. Hamlet as played 
by great actors, rural schools, King Arthur 
and the Holy Grail, open air schools, are ex- 
amples of such topics. A Faculty bulletin 
board giving announcements of educational 
meetings, or new books and a table containing 
new pamphlets as they appear, will be of great 
interest to the teachers. Exhibits showing the 
work of pupils in the manual training depart- 
ment, domestic science departments, the ex- 
hibit of books for Christmas gifts and other 
exhibits suggested by the topics that arise in 
the school will stimulate the interest of stu- 
dents. Enjoying these constantly changing 
bulletin boards, tables and browsing shelves 
may do more for students than the formal 
recitation work and is as legitimate as the 
laboratory study periods spent in the library. 
Vision, widened horizon, quickened imagina- 
tion, and an interest in the world outside will 
result from library browsing.
